New Device Would Permit Vote of 
House to Be Taken in One Second

Many mepabers of the house of rep- 
esentatives have been giving consider­ 
able time to a study of a voting device 
which B. L. Bobroff, a Milwaukee in­ 
ventor, proposes to install in the house, 
and which, he claiiys, will make It pos­ 
sible to record the vote of the house 
within one second, if all the members 
vote at one time. It^iow takes 40 min­ 
utes to call the roll in the house, and 
during the Sixty-second congress the 
caHing of 306 rolls consumed mdre 
than fifty legislative days. 
By the device under consideration 
the vote of the members is recorded 
and tabulated on an immense board at 
the back of the speaker’s desk- A mem­ 
ber votes merely by pressing a but­ 
ton on bis desk. An electric Ught, in­ 
dicating “yea,” “nay,” or “present,” 
nashes on the board opposite the mem­ 
ber’s name and remains there until the 
vote is completed. A* the voting pro­ 
gresses a tabulation is shown and the 
moment the count Is complete the to­ 
tals are in plain view and a photo­ 


graphic record of the vote is presented 
to the Clerk. 
Representative Howard of Georgia 
has introduced a bill appropriating 
SI 25,000 for the Installation of the ma­ 
chine, but it Is regarded as unlikely 
that the house will buy the device. The 
reason for this, it Is said, Is that the 
members, having 40 minutes In which 
to reach the floor when a roll call Is 
ordered, are not compelled now to 
remain on the fhxS*, or even at the cap­ 
ital, as they can reach the house from 
any part of the city 4n time to vote if 
a roll call is ordered. 
Advocates of 
the present system claim that only a 
very few of the congressman’s duties 
are concerned with transactions cm the 
floor, and that much of his time is 
taken up with attending to business 
of IBs constituents either in his office 
or in the various government depart­ 
ments. 
Consequently many congress­ 
men are rarely seen on the floor ofi\ 
the house, except when a roll call is 
being taken.
